Cut Down Duplicate Service. 
The plan whicn Is being worked 
out by the national council, in co-op- 
eration ' with representatives of all 
continental railroads, is toy take on 
the "every hour service" in some. 
cases, and in others to reduce tae 
number of trains one-half, the rest of 
the equipment to be used 'by the gov- 
ernment for troop trains. 
For

stance, where two 
lines run from 
New York to Chicago, OIL practically 
parallel lines, with trains competing 
with each other, making the same 
running time ana starting from their 
terminals at the same time, one of 
these, trains will be taken from the 
regular passenger service, and the 
other will be required to take care of 
the public.

It will rtfluire approximately ninety 
trains of l.oOO cars to move the Wis-

ment that it will require 366 trains of 
6,229 cars to move one field army of 
80 000 men shows how big a problem 
the nation will be facing when the big 
army now contemplated is moved.

Ask Rail Patrons to Help. 
F. C. Eldredge of the Chicago and 
Milwaukee road, a member of the 
state council, will be interested in the 
work on behalf of that 
body. Mr. 
Eldredge said yesterday: 
"It is 
highly important that the 
people of Wisconsin realize the posi- 
tion the railroads will take in this 
emergency, and get ready to do their 
part. 
The railroads of the country 
have agreed to merge all their com- 
petitive activities and co-ordinate their 
operations in a continental railway 
system, in order to produce a maxi- 
mum of national transportation 
effi- 
ciency during the war. The Wiscon- 
sin railroads must do their part, and 
the patrons of the roads must assist 
them. Without their unselfish co-oper- 
aion nothing can be accomplished. 
"I feel that it is time for the people 
to study this question, and the state 
council of defense 
will 
appreciate 
practical sugges'tions for meeting the 
conditions, the war has brought about."

Government Order Will Not Affect 


Local Concern Which Can* Only 


Perishable Foods. 


Though consumers will have to de- 
ny themselves the pleasures of canned 
beans and canned soups, due to a re- 
cent government 
order, the restric- 
tions impcrsed upon manufacturers by 
teh canning committee organized to 
assist in the work of preparation, will 
have no affect 
on the 
local canning 
plant. The order deals only with the 
non-perishable goods; the committee, 
comprised of tin plate manufacturers, 
can makers, canners and government 
officials, holds that the 
shortage or 
tin makes it imperative that cans be 
supplied only to packers of perishable 
goods, and of foods absolutely neces- 
sary to the national existence. 
The order will be effective for sixty 
days or 
more and will be put into 
operation despite the declaration of 
the bean and soup packers, who say it 
means ruin for their business. 
All 
cans made in this country will go for 
the time being to canners of fruits 
and vegetables and to Canadian can- 
ners of sups and beans for the men at 
the 
front. 
American 
army 
buyers 
have agreed not to use canned beans 
and soup until a sufficient supply of 
cans is obtainable 
for all 
purposes. 
Soldiers at the front in France, it is 
said, must 
use canned 
products be- 
cause of a lack of cooking facilities. 
Teh Hohenadle Caning Factory, the 
only one . in the city, will can peas 
and corn this year, and as both are 
perishables, the firm comes under the 
list of those who are to be pushed by 
the government. 
In addition to the food products 
which will not be permitted 
to be 
canned until the shortage of tin is 
done away with, there are over a hun- 
dred different kinds of toilet articles 
and many other commodities, in which 
there will be at least a temporary 
shortage, because of teh manufactur- 
er's inability to secure tin.

SEED FROM RUSSIA 


Receive Great Shipment of High Grade 


Beet Seed From Ruula.—Will 


Dlatribte to Growers. 


One hundred and six thousand 
pounds of beet seed shipped all the 
way from war-ridden Russia have jusi 
arrived in Janesvijle as a. consignment 
:o the Rock County Sugar company 
The seed was shipped via Manchuria 
and the Pacific, landing atr Vancouver 
British Columbia, and required four 
cars to move.

Household Hints 


STALE BREAD AND WHAT TO DO 


WITH IT. 
Bread is one of the 
items 
most 
commonly wasted in many American 
households, say-tne specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture 
This waste is probably due t.o 
the fact that many housekeepers do 
not think of br.ead as costing much 
and are careless about its use or do 
not know what to do with the odds 
and ends frequently 
found 
in . the 
bread box. 
Good 'fresh bread has a spongy tex- 
ture which in. time disappears, leav- 
ing the bread dry and crumbly, the 
moisture 
gradually 
passing 
out 
through the crost. 
Bread a little too 
stale to ibe appetizing but 
not 
yet 
hard may be freshened bv- putting it 
into the oven for a few minutes. The 
heat seems to -drive the moisture' from 
the crust back into the center of the 
loaf, making the crust more spongy. 
Some housekeepers moisten the sur- 
face 
of the 
bread 
and 
sometimes 
cover it before putting it into 
the 
oven but others think that moisten- 
ing Injures the texture. of the crust 
without improving tlie crumb. 
Rolls or 
biscuits 
which have a 
greater surface in proportion to then- 
size, dry out more rapidly than loaves 
of bread. It is good planning, there- 
fore, not to provide more than will 
be used afc a meal or at least a day 
after baking. 
-For similar 
reasons, 
bread stays fresh longer in the loaf 
than after It is sliced. No more than 
will be needed should be cut for any 
one meal and one loaf should be used 
up. trefore the next is cut into, when 
the breads needs freshening it IB a 
good .plan to cut the required slices 
and uut them into the oven for a few 
minutes just before serving.

Toast 'is another form in which 
partly stale bread can be made at- 
tractive. 
In- many families it 
is 
served only for breakfast, luncheon 
or supper, but the

many high grade restaurants 
have 
adopted of serving thin, crisp, not 
toast with the more substantial meals 
might well be followed at home. Sucn 
dishes as chopped meat with gravy,
